actual combat, a much more cost- 
ly phase of war than the prepar- 
ation period. The demolition of 
supplies under such conditions 
is terrific and demands a contin- 
uous flow from factory to boat, 
from boat to beachhead, from 
beachhead to the front line. Only 
by having too much can there be 
enough, to guard against excep- 
tional pressure at unexpected 
points. 

Mr. Osborne did not believe 
that the expected collapse of 
Germany would at all lessen the 
need for the greatest financial 
effort of which Canadians are 
capable. Should chaos break out 
in Germany, an immense army 
of occupation would be required 
and former enemy countries 
would have to be similarly patrol 
led. But the main reason was 
that the end of the European 
phase of the war would immedi 
ately see intensification of the 
war in the Pacific, beginning 
with the transportation of mil- 
lions of men, and likewise mil- 
lions of tons of equipment and 
supplies half way around the 
world. Any feeling of complac- 
ency at this time due to the 
European situation would be 
most detrimental to our war 
effort, and, if given effect to, 
would undoubtedly unnecessarily 
prolong the war,
